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HEADMASTER'S  MESSAGE 


This  edition  of  Paidia  is  a  special  one  as  it  celebrates  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir  School.  It  presents  some  reflec- 
tions on  the  first  two  decades  of  our  development  and  the  highlights 
of  this  present  school  year. 

Looking  back  to  Opening  Day  on  September  1 8th,  1971,  we  realize 
just  how  much  has  happened  to  the  School  in  twenty  years.  When  Dr. 
J.  W.  Grant  MacEwan,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  time,  officially 
opened  Strathcona-Tweedsmuir,  we  had  295  students,  twenty-four  teach- 
ers and  five  administrative  and  maintenance  staff.  This  year  our  enrol- 
ment was  542  students  with  forty-seven  teachers  and  eleven  support  staff. 

Although  the  School  has  grown  in  size,  it  has  maintained  small  class 
size  and  a  low  teacher-student  ratio.  The  program  has  evolved  to  be- 
come the  means  of  providing  many  different  opportunities  for  students 
to  learn  and  to  develop  in  academic  courses,  physical  and  outdoor  ed- 
ucation, fine  arts  and  many  other  enriching  experiences.  In  twenty  years 
701  students  have  graduated  and  most  have  gone  to  universities  of  their 
choice  in  Canada,  U.S.A.  and  elsewhere. 

Our  accomplishments  have  been  made  possible  because  of  the  con- 
tinued support  S.T.S.  has  received  from  families,  teachers,  benefactors, 
governors  and  alumni.  In  celebrating  our  twentieth  birthday,  we  rec- 
ognize the  vision,  hard  work  and  commitment  of  the  many  people  who 
have  made  the  School  what  it  is  today  and  those  who  still  work  to  en- 
sure a  promising  future  for  a  unique  school  community. 

Paidia  '91  will  stir  many  memories  of  the  past  and  the  more  recent 
events  of  a  busy  and  fulfilling  twentieth  year.  I  congratulate  the  editor- 
ial team,  Angela  Chuy,  Karen  Neuss  and  their  helpers,  our  archive  vol- 
unteers, Mrs.  Stuart,  Mrs.  Dingwall  and  Mrs.  Mitchell,  and  staff  advisors 
Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.  McConnell,  on  an  impressive  yearbook.

ST.  HILDA'S  SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS 

School  Crest:  BEATI  MUNDO  CORDE 
(Blessed  are  the  Pure  in  Heart). 

St.  Hilda's  College  opened  its  doors  in 
1905  to  20  day  girls  and  20  boarders.  In 
1924  the  School  was  renamed  "St.  Hilda's 
School"  and  by  1930  had  130  students  in 
attendance.  The  School  closed  in  1949. 


STRATHCONA  SCHOOL  FOR  BOYS 

This  School  was  opened  in  the  Fall  of 
1929  with  eight  small  boys  but  within  a 
few  months  the  attendance  had  grown  to 
1  5.  By  1 938  the  School  had  outgrown  the 
various  homes  it  had  occupied  and  was 
moved  to  Riverdale  Avenue  SW. 


TWEEDSMUIR  GIRLS  SCHOOL

but  the  Best) 

The  establishment  of  this  School  in  1959 
was  the  result  of  the  desire  of  many  peo- 
ple, some  of  whom  had  themselves  at- 
tended St.  Hilda's  for  a  private  girls'  school.

The  amalgamation  of  the  history  of  the 
above  three  schools  resulted  in  Strathcona- 
Tweedsmuir  School  as  we  know  it  today. 
The  official  opening  of  the  School  was  on 
September  18th,  1971.
